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Audit Answers 

K-State's audit settles, raises budget questions

"The important thing is for us to recognize that 
we have made fundamental changes to many of 
the things in the audit," said K-State President Kirk 
Schulz. "We're using our resources responsibly and 
in general we're tending to move on from many of 
the things identified in the audit." 

Last April the Wefald administration engaged 
the accounting firm Grant Thornton LLP to con- 
duct an exit audit. The auditing process revealed 
several problems with the way operations were be- 
ing handled. Several key areas of concern were the 
National Institute for Strategic Technology Acquisi- 
tion and Commercialization (NISTAC), the K-State 
Golf Course Management and Research Foundation 
(KSUGCMRF), the department of athletics and the 
Foundation Center. With the help of the Grant Thor- 
ton audit and an Audit Oversight Committee com- 
posed of faculty members that reviewed the audit in 
November, K-State has recognized the problem and 
started implementing solutions. 

According to the exit audit, NISTAC's objective is 
economic development through facilitating the com- 
mercialization of new technologies and the promo- 
tion of related research of education. This means NI- 
STAC takes patents that are created at K-State, or 
gifted by companies, and leases them to entrepre- 
neurial companies while providing resources. 

Issues identified by the exit audit include a com- 
plaint with how employees, who are technically rent- 
ed from a subsidiary, Mid-America Technology Man- 
agement, Inc., were compensated, and a violation 
of NISTAC's conflict of interest policy in regards 
to votes taken by the NISTAC board while selling a 
startup company, Nutrijoy, to Coca-Cola. 

Kent Glasscock, president of NISTAC, said their 
compensation model is to underpay their employ- 
ees and then give them a small incentive based on 
the money the employees generate for the university. 
The exit audit took issue with this practice because it 
rewarded NISTAC employees at the expense of uni- 
versity interests. Later on, the Audit Oversight Com- 
mittee recommended these incentives have more ac- 
countability, especially because NISTAC is not eco- 
nomically viable. 

Glasscock believes the incentive process used by 
NISTAC has helped make the company more com- 
petitive. 

"That has had a wonderful effect on the Kansas 
State University Research Foundation income. In 
2009, a heavily recessionary year, state fiscal year 
2009 ending June 30, Kansas State University Re- 
search Foundation had a record royalty licens- 
ing year," Glasscock said. "K-State's average income 
per license is roughly double what other Universities 
are." 

Wildman Harrold, a law firm, conducted a review 
of the Grant Thornton's findings and disagreed with 
the conclusion that the NISTAC board violated their 
conflict of interest policy. A conflict of interest, ac- 
cording to the Grant Thornton report, takes place 
when an individual or organization has an interest 
that might compromise their objectivity and reliabil- 
ity. In NISTAC's case, Grant Thornton pointed out 
that when the board voted on selling part of Nutri- 
joy, the minutes do not state that the board members 
who owned stock in Nutrijoy abstained from vot- 
ing. 

Glasscock said the board conducted a series of 
votes and abstentions were noted, but toward the 
end of the meeting there were a couple of votes in 
which abstentions were accidentally not recorded 
in the minutes. The Audit Oversight Committee's 
report agreed with Glasscock's explanation. In or- 
der to prevent another event like this, NISTAC is in 
the process of changing its guidelines so that when a 




member of the board has a conflict of interest with 
an agenda item, it must be stated at the moment the 
item is brought to the table. In the past, board mem- 
bers would wait to declare a conflict of interest until 
a previous question was called. 

KSUGCMRF owns the Colbert Hills Golf Course 
and another company, Golf Generations, Inc., oper- 
ates it. KSUGCMRF has a contract with Golf Gen- 
erations, Inc. that states "...the Kansas State men and 
women's golf teams shall have free use of the Golf 
Course, except that such members shall be responsi- 
ble for the food and beverages charges and merchan- 
dise purchased at the Golf Course." 

Grant Thornton pointed out the athletics depart- 
ment pays $20,000 a year to use the facilities, even 
though it should be free under the terms of the oper- 
ating agreement. Reid Sigmon, K-States senior asso- 
ciate athletic director for administration, confirmed 
that K-State made the $20,000 payment for the 2009- 
2010 school term, but the athletics department will 
make a decision about whether to continue the pay- 
ments later this year. 

The athletics department had several areas of con- 
cern identified by the audit. They include employees 
receiving salary through the Imprest account, which 
is meant for travel expenses, head coaches being paid 
as independent contractors, and a $400,000 loan to 
the former Athletic Director, Tim Weiser. 

Bruce Shubert, vice president of finance and ad- 
ministration for K-State, said the university has cor- 
rected the athletics department's funding issues. 

"There wasn't a close connection between many 
in the central administration and the athletic direc- 
tor," Shubert said. 

K-State created an athletic board to address this 
lack of communication, and it is intended to keep 
monetary agreements up to a high standard of ethi- 
cal conduct. The new board is composed of the ath- 
letic director, the vice president of finance and ad- 
ministration, vice president of student life, a repre- 
sentative of the K-State president, a provost's repre- 
sentative and the faculty representative to the Big 12 
Conference. Contracts need board approval and can 
either be over $100,000, for a multiyear contract, or 
for a head coach. 

In the past, there was an advisory council to the 
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athletic director, but the director had the power to 
enter into any contract. If the contract was con- 
sidered significant, it was reported to the advisory 
council. 

Also, in order to create accountability in the ath- 
letics department, Currie and Shubert must approve 
expenses over $50,000, and the Imprest fund is now 
capped at $5,000 per transaction. Finally, according 
to the Audit Oversight Committee's report, the by- 
laws of the university were changed so loans can no 
longer be authorized. 

The final major issue within the audit is the Foun- 
dation Center's Scholarship deficit. In 2007, the 
Foundation Center ran a deficit on the Scholarship 
Fund of $2.4 million. The Audit Oversight Commit- 
tee concluded, using data from Pat Bosco, the vice 
president of student life, that the deficit took sev- 
eral years to build, due to budget projections that 
were less than the amount of money needed to cov- 
er scholarships. 

Scholarship funds are normally allocated 18 
months in advance, and under the old process, the 
Foundation Center would credit a sum of money to 
the university, then the university would assign the 
money to the students. Now, the university allots 
the scholarships to the students and the Foundation 
Center gives money to K-State. 

Alan Klug, chief financial officer of the Founda- 
tion Center, disagrees with the claim the deficit oc- 
curred over multiple years. 

"From our standpoint at the foundation, the year 
previous to that there was still a balance in those ac- 
counts, and the year the deficit occurred we then had 
a negative balance," said Klug. 

Klug said the deficit was caused because sever- 
al revenue streams were transferred away from the 
foundation, but he said he likes the security of the 
new method to fund scholarships. 

Overall, the Grant Thornton audit ensured that 
K-State could remain beyond reproach in the eyes 
of the community. Shubert believes that K-State has 
had the right reaction to the audit. "We've taken 
steps, we've said we're not trying to hide or pretend 
anything here," Shubert said. "We've tried to make 
sure any hint of continuing problems are erased so 
we can put it behind us, and we have, I think." 
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Lowery cleared, new 
suspect arrested in NY

New information has 
come to light in the case of 
Eddie Lowery. 

Lowery was found guilty 
of rape in 1982. The rul- 
ing was overturned in 
2003 and Lowery recent- 
ly reached financial set- 
tlements with several city 
and county entities regard- 
ing his conviction. 

The new information is 
in regards to the arrest of 
"a suspect in the case giv- 
ing rise to the Lowery liti- 
gation," according to Riley 
County Police Department 
Director Brad Schoen. The 
suspect is under arrest in 
New York and will soon be 
extradited back to Kansas, 
he said. The nature of the 
information immediately 
suggested a course of ac- 
tion, Schoen said. 

"While I knew the Riley 
County Police Department 
was staffed by personnel 
with the training and expe- 
rience necessary to handle 
the investigation, given the 
on-going litigation I imme- 
diately contacted the Kan- 



sas Bureau of Investigation 
and asked that they re-open 
the case," Schoen said. "I 
did so in order to avoid as- 
sertions that the RCPD was 
attempting to influence the 
outcome of the investiga- 
tion and by extension the 
then pending litigation to 
its benefit."

Senate hears tribunal interpretation Thurs.

After Catelyn Kostbar, senior 
in English, finished her address to 
the Student Senate Thursday eve- 
ning, there was no applause. 

Kostbar was requested to ad- 
dress the ruling by Attorney Gen- 
eral Adam Tank regarding the Stu- 
dent Tribunal's ruling of unconsti- 
tutionality. 

Kostbar, addressing the senate, 
confirmed that the tribunal's ruling 
would stand. The ruling overturned 
two bills passed in senate in Octo- 
ber 2009 that amended the SGA 
bylaws and statutes. 

Under the new process, there 
no longer exists an Elections Re- 
view Committee, which was previ- 
ously tasked with the oversight of 
the Elections Commissioner. 

Election campaigns for Stu- 
dent Body President for the up- 
coming 2010-11 school year have 
begun using the new election sys- 
tem, which the tribunal ruled un- 
constitutional. 

The commissioner, Katleen 
Sexton, junior in education, was ap- 
pointed under guidelines that have 
now been ruled unconstitutional by 
the tribunal. 

During the second open peri- 
od, Bill Muir, faculty representa- 
tive, addressed the senate about his 
thoughts on Kostbar's statement 
during the beginning of the meet- 



ing. 

Muir said that he was led to 
believe that information would be 
shared during the first open period 
and that no new information came 
forward. He said he appreciated 
senator George Weston sending 
the tribunal's decision via an SGA- 
wide e-mail. 

"I am appalled by the way de- 
cisions were made and the way this 
was handled," Muir said. "I have 
never had to say that before." 

Muir said he was unsatisfied 
with the tribunal as they made their 
decision behind closed doors, re- 
quested no outside input from the 
petitioner or the respondent and 
did not notify the SGA of their de- 
cision. 

Gayle Spencer, faculty repre- 
sentative, said she is not an expert 
on the duties of the judicial branch, 
but felt the SGA should have been 
offered the opportunity to submit 
their case as a respondent to the 
petition. 

"That's not how constitution- 
al interpretations go," said George 
Weston, senator and graduate stu- 
dent in public administration. "You 
don't have both sides in the room 
together." 

Weston said he was invited to 
the tribunal hearing as the petition- 
er. Furthermore, Weston said tran- 
scripts of the opening and closing 
discussions were provided to Tank. 



The only tribunal records that 
may not be disclosed are the delib- 
eration discussion where the deci- 
sion was made. Only the tribunal 
and tribunal advisor may be in at- 
tendance for the deliberation dis- 
cussion. 

When petitioning the tribunal 
for a constitutional interpretation, 
Weston said he submitted portions 
of the bylaws and statutes that he 
felt should be considered for inter- 
pretation. After giving the petition 
to Tank, the petition was forward- 
ed to the tribunal. 

Updates on the tribunal's prog- 
ress were delivered to Weston and 
Tank as the tribunal reviewed the 
constitutionality of the bills. 

"Everything was by the books, 
from what I've seen," Weston said. 
"[Tank's] a member of the execu- 
tive branch. He is supposed to keep 
them informed of what is going on." 

Tanner Banion, senator, said he 
believed the student tribunal erred, 
but that the tribunal had raised val- 
id points. 

"It's not a clearly laid-out pro- 
cess and failures were bound to 
happen," Banion said. "There is a 
way forward." 

Banion said the senate can 
work to find a middle ground: a 
system that retains the shortened 
appeals process that were the out- 
come of the two bills and a system 
that is constitutional.

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Dept. of Homeland Security awards NBAF $40 million

Proponents of NBAF 
have something to cele- 
brate. The Department of 
Homeland Security an- 
nounced Monday it will 
dedicate $40 million to the 
National Bio and Agro-De- 
fense Facility. 

"It's going to open up a 
lot of different opportuni- 
ties," said Kyra O'Brien, ju- 
nior in agricultural econom- 
ics. "It will allow students to 
be more educated on all the 
changes that are happening 
in the industry." 

In addition to helping 
the students, the facility 
will also provide numerous 
benefits to the faculty and 
other members of K-State, 
the city of Manhattan and 
the surrounding region, 
said Fred Cholick, dean of 
agriculture. 

"Having the national 
lab in Manhattan connects 
Kansas State to the rest of 
the nation and raises our 
stature - it puts us higher in 
the industry," Cholick said. 

The previously un-obli- 
gated $40 million from the 
DHS will push cumulative 



funding for the project to 
more than $150 million. 

Ron Fehr, city manager, 
said he sees the administra- 
tion's financial commitment 
as a sign that it considers 
NBAF a national priority. 

"The need for this kind 
of facility is clearly there 
- I mean, there are threats 
to the nation regarding our 
safety," Fehr said. "We have 
vulnerabilities, so there's 
a huge need for a facility 
of this nature to help pro- 
tect the industries that we 
have - food safety and an- 
imal protection specifical- 
ly. NBAF deals with our na- 
tion's vital interests." 

Now that NBAF has re- 
ceived this additional fund- 
ing, the next step is to work 
on the site-specific design 
for the series of buildings 
that will make up the fa- 
cility, said Ron Truett, vice 
president for research. 

Between now and the 
summer, the construction 
team will be re-routing oth- 
er facilities that are using 
some of the site space. Con- 
struction on the NBAF util- 
ity plant is set to begin in 
the fall.

Society should avoid gender stereotypes 




Discrimination based on 
arbitrary identity character- 
istics spans the vast tempo- 
ral distances of our collective 
memory. 

Whether race, ethnicity, lan- 
guage, sex, region, gender, 
class, dialect or any other iden- 
tity category, these features are 
irrelevant to whether a person 
has inherent dignity and worth, 
and deserves respect and equal 
treatment. The modern era 
has ushered in unprecedent- 
ed social, cultural, and le- 
gal reforms that have combat- 
ed various form of discrimina- 
tion, but many insidiously per- 
sist. Unless we tackle identity 
discrimination head-on, it will 
permeate through us to future 
generations. 

One of our society's most 
pervasive forms of discrimi- 
nation is based on gender, or 
the socially constructed ideals 
of masculinity and feminini- 
ty. Gender creates behavioral 
or psychological expectations 
and norms for men and wom- 
en. It is contrasted with sex, 
which refers to the biologi- 
cal differences between males 
and females. 

As a female, I cannot build 
muscle mass as easily as my 
male counterparts. Males can- 
not store fat as efficiently as I 
can, or carry a child. Sex dif- 
ferences are real, in an objec- 
tive sense. Gender differenc- 
es are not. 

Gender discrimination man- 
ifests itself in things like patri- 
archal family structures, ho- 
mophobia, workplace dis- 
crimination and psychologi- 
cal abuse, among others. The 
problem is not that we cele- 
brate supposedly masculine 
features, like aggression and 
strength, and demonize appar- 
ently feminine ones, like em- 
phasis on relationships and 
cooperation, but that we are 
committed to the existence of 
those categories at all. 

I propose that as a gener- 
ation we make the conscious 
effort to end gender discrimi- 
nation by releasing ourselves 
from the ontological strangle- 
hold of gender categories. In 
other words, we should stop 
thinking we can accurately 



complete the sentence "be- 
ing a man means ..." or "being 
a woman means ..." The idea 
that there exists an objective 
list of features for each cate- 
gory is a myth based on the 
false belief that sex differences 
make gender roles natural and 
inevitable. 

Gender is a continuum, 
and not one that correlates di- 
rectly with sex. There is no 
such thing as "masculine" and 
"feminine" - there are only 
traits. 

The correlation of females 
to traditionally feminine traits 
is caused by socialization rath- 
er than biological causation. 
We are not peace-loving and 
into fashion because we have 
breasts, just as men are not vi- 
olent or predisposed to video 
games because they have testes. 

A female can be strong and 
aggressive, and a man can be 
caring and emotional. Such 
supposed mismatches meet 
with pejorative terms and crit- 
icism. In truth, those features 
do not make those individuals 
bad men or women, they make 
them good human beings. 

Rejecting gender categories 
in favor of celebrating positive 
human characteristics across 
sex lines has several advantag- 
es. Briefly: it would erode the 
basis for a myriad of forms of 
oppression. 

Recognizing that there is 
no such causal relationship 
between being a male and 
not asking for directions, or 
between being a female and 
overly emotional, would erase 
harmful and discriminatory 
generalizations. Exclamations 
disparaging women or men as 
a category would be deemed 
not only offensive, but inac- 
curate. 

Rejecting gender catego- 
ries would unravel criticisms of 
those males who aren't tradi- 
tionally "masculine" or females 
who aren't appropriately "fem- 
inine," which is the pitfall of 
keeping the categories but cele- 
brating their his- 
torically disparaged traits. 

Queer identities, which is 
not a disparaging term but in 
fact refers to the broad cate- 
gory of non-traditional gen- 
der identities, would no lon- 
ger be demonized if our gener- 
ation shunned gender catego- 
ries. People could be who they 
are without having to feel in- 
adequate, immoral, or unnatu- 
ral. We could frame our ideals 
and expectations around what 
it means to be a good human 
being rather than how one 
fits the rigid role society pre- 




scribes for us. 

The bottom line is there is 
no good reason to keep gen- 
der categories except tradition, 
and tradition is never a good 
reason. The extent of their en- 
trenchment is not to be un- 
derestimated and it will take a 
conscious effort on the part of 
our generation to expel gender 
categories from our collective

cultural truths. This can be our 
WWII, our Civil Rights Move- 
ment. Let's be remembered 
for doing something impor- 
tant and good, rather than just 
mindlessly consuming what so- 
ciety spoon-feeds us.

That's the nature of the 
beast attacking schools 
across the nation, includ- 
ing this one. The state is 
low on money, so they cut 
funding to the schools. 
The schools, in turn, am- 
putate some classes and 
employees to keep their 
limbs from getting gan- 
grene.

This is junior forward Curtis Kel- 
ly's first season playing for the No.

"I'm a family guy," Kelly said. "I do 
whatever it takes for my family, and 
the way K- State welcomed me in here 
and showed me love since I've been 
here, the fans, the people, the alumni, 
they're a part of my family."

effect on Kelly. 

"As I played ball, it made me tough- 
er, so I started standing up to kids a 
little bit more," Kelly said. "It made me 
grow a little more; what we call 'swag- 
ger,' so I started to talk to the girls a lit- 
tle bit more, grow my confidence up." 

Later on Kelly attended Rice High 
School, a Catholic school in New 
York City. 

"It was different," Kelly said. "My 
Catholic school was on 124th and 
Lennox, and that's what we call 'the 
hood.'" 

Kelly said students were not real- 
ly allowed out once they got in the 
school because the staff knew how 
bad it was outside. 

"Going up there, you have to 
make a choice," Kelly said. "You go 
to school and do 
the right things, 
or you step out 
of school and do 
the wrong things, 
and by the grace 
of God, I decid- 
ed to do the right 
things." 

Kelly said the 
women in his life 
have had the big- 
gest influence on 
him.

Kelly describes himself as very 
family-oriented. He said that before 
coming to K-State he did not really 
know much about the school. He just 
knew Frank Martin. Martin told Kel- 
ly the fans would love him and that 
he would take care of him and make 
sure he became a better player, but 
he warned him ahead of time that he 
was going to make Kelly work. 

"'A lot of coaches don't make you 
work, and I'm going to be the coach 
that makes you work.' That im- 
pressed me, so I decided to go," Kel- 
ly said. "I saw how he was with his 
family, and he brought his wife and 
his kids to eat with me and all that, 
and I was like, 'I think is the place I 
want to go'." 

Kelly said the players are all really 



close. He said people can kind of tell 
by the way they dance before every 
game, the way they have a good time 
while on the court and the way they 
show each other love high-fiving. 

"I think that's something a lot of 
people from K-State haven't seen in 
a while," Kelly said. "You don't see 
a lot of guys jumping up and down, 
catching dunks, screaming, and we 
bring that energy here."

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Women's 
basketball 
should get 
more hype

Women's college basketball has 
been getting the short end of the 
stick for some time now in the 
press. Barely contending for front 
page headlines around the coun- 
try and not being nearly as domi- 
nant on ESPN or Fox Sports, we 
simply don't focus as much of our 
attention on their games. 

Critics argue that men's col- 
lege basketball is more hyped by 
not only the press but also by the 
fans. With a solid attendance base 
and even larger amounts of mon- 
ey brought in by the games, there 
is simply more to talk about. 

Is it just so simple though? 
With such a hard push for equal- 
ity and fairness in all sports, why 
is the situation not rectified? Per- 
haps the answer lies not in the 
game itself, but in some of the 
outcomes. 

The University of Connecticut 
may be hurting women's college 
basketball with its apparent dom- 
ination of the sport. In their cur- 
rent season, and with a win streak 
at 61 games, they have not wa- 
vered from the top spot in the 
polls and are closing in on their 
previous record from 2001-03 of 
70 wins. 

By being tip top for so long, the 
competitiveness of the sport loses 
its intrigue. Sure, being a Huskies 
fan is going to continue to be en- 
joyable, but who wants to watch 
a team win all of their games by 
10 or more points, and easily at 
that? Where would the NCAA be 
without nail-biting overtime wins 
and major upsets, a passion for 
"bracketology", and the mystery of 
who will win the national title? 

Dynasties have always been 
an issue for conversation for the 
most avid of sports enthusiasts. 
Whether or not you love them or 
hate them, generally there is an 
opinion to be had. How many de- 
cades does a team have to consis- 
tently win over 50, 75, 90 percent 
of their games to be considered 
a dynasty? At what point do the 
major recruits stop caring about 
any other school than the No. 1? 

In men's college basketball, 
over the course of the past sev- 
eral weeks, the top spot in the 
nation has been too hot to han- 
dle. With KU, Texas, Kentucky 
and again KU holding the ranks 
back, it has been a non-stop tee- 
ter totter. Where is that action 
and excitement in women's bas- 
ketball today? 

Understandably, other pro- 
grams all across the country are 
sitting back and waiting for a 
chance to take a crack at the big, 
bad unbeaten and in fact hosting 
many rival games worth watch- 
ing. But the fact that a team could 
get so good, that over the years no 
one can defeat them is troubling. 
I say the point of entertainment 
in the form of sport is to have the 
sense of not knowing what to ex- 
pect. I know that there are rules 
and stipulations in place to stop 
such a creation, but a basketball 
program that rules the court like 
the Yankees owned the diamond 
will in this modern era kill what 
little attention span people al- 
ready have. 

I'm not saying that there is 
any excuse for the lack of atten- 
tion paid to women's basketball 
at present, but that the contin- 
ued domination of teams such as 
UConn will do nothing but hurt 
programs all across the country. 
Women's basketball needs that 
sporadic edge to help keep fans 
in the stands. Without the ran- 
dom draw that college basketball 
usually is, programs not break- 
ing the top 25 will continue to 
see declines in attendance and 
loyalty. 

Although it may pass as a fluke 
after a few years, given the track 
record of head coach Geno Auri- 
emma, which includes six nation- 
al titles, five of which are from 
the past 10 seasons, 10 final fours, 
three perfect seasons and 32 
Big East titles, it's fair to say there 
could be something more to wor- 
ry about than just whether or not 
they win.

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Track and Field team to travel to Neb.

For the K- State track and 
field team, Lincoln, Neb., is 
becoming a home away from 
home. 

The Wildcats have made 
their second trip to the De- 
vaney Center Indoor Track 
in three weeks, this time for 
the 35th annual Frank Sevi- 
gne Husker Invitational. It 
marks the third straight meet 
in which members of K- State 
and Nebraska have competed 
against each other. 

"I have no problem run- 
ning against those same peo- 
ple all the time," said head 
coach Cliff Rovelto. "What 
is common is people spend- 
ing the kind of money that 
Nebraska has and Iowa State 
has on their tracks. Everyone 
wants to go there, so they 
have no trouble finding com- 
petition to come to them and 
they don't have to spend a 
cent to go elsewhere. It would 
be nice to see some different 
people, but it is what it is. 
We've always chosen to stay 
close to home indoors." 



Unlike the team-scored 
competition the Wildcats have 
become accustomed to over 
the last few weeks, the two- 
day invitational will feature a 
much smaller field with each 
event limited to a designated 
number of athletes. K-State 
has sent a small number of 
sprinters and middle distance 
runners, as well as a pair of 
pole vaulters - true freshman 
Dezso Szabo from the men's 
squad and sophomore Meriel 
Harwood from the women's 
squad. The rest of the team 
will have the weekend off. 

Szabo earned a second- 
place finish in Lincoln at 
the Adidas Classic on Jan. 
23, while Harwood finished 
eighth. 

K-State's middle distance 
competitors are led by hur- 
dler Jeffrey Julmis, a junior- 
college transfer who has al- 
ready recorded three NCAA 
provisional qualifying marks 
in the 60-meter hurdles this 
season. 

Julmis is one of just three 
Wildcats to post a qualify- 
ing mark during the 2009-10 



campaign, but Rovelto said 
he expects to see an overall 
improvement throughout the 
roster in the near future. 

"The sprinters and middle 
distance runners, over the 
next couple weeks, we should 
see them running well," he 
said. "Running fast becomes 
more important than doing a 
lot of work right now, so their 
times are going to drop over 
the next couple weeks." 

Despite sending such a 
small number of participants, 
Rovelto, who is in his 21st 
season with the Wildcats, be- 
lieves his squad will have an 
extra advantage since many 
of them have already per- 
formed in Nebraska's venue. 

"Obviously, the freshmen, 
that would have been their 
first time a couple weeks ago, 
but the upperclassmen are 
used to competing up there 
two or three times a year," he 
said. "Their comfort level is 
pretty high, which is a good 
thing." 

Outside of the Huskers, 
who rank No. 6 and No. 13 
in men's and women's com- 



petition, respectively, the 
tournament field will consist 
of participants from the Uni- 
versity of Texas-El Paso and 
Arizona - both ranked in the 
women's poll - as well as a 
number of schools from the 
Midwest, including in-state 
rivals Emporia State, Pitts- 
burg State and Kansas. 

Although there is a wide 
range of schools and limita- 
tions on each event, Rovelto 
said he expects the field to 
offer the same level of com- 
petition that the Wildcats 
have enjoyed throughout the 
indoor campaign. 

"The quality of the meet is 
probably not much different 
than what we've experienced 
the last two weeks, even 
thought it's an invitational 
event and you've got some 
teams that we haven't seen," 
he said. "All in all, it's pretty 
similar in terms of the com- 
petitiveness of the meet." 

Competition will kick 
off today at 5 p.m. with the 
women's weight throw and 
will resume at noon on Sat- 
urday with the shot put.

Wildcats to compete in Oklahoma Saturday

The No. 6 Wildcat 
equestrian team will hit 
the road this weekend in a 
matchup with fellow Big 12 
school and No. 5-ranked 
Oklahoma State Cowgirls. 

This will be the first 
matchup of the spring sea- 
son for the team, which fin- 
ished 4-2 in the fall portion 
of the season. Over the win- 
ter, the Wildcats announced 
the signings of nine new rid- 
ers to national letters of in- 
tent. Head coach Casie Lis- 
abeth said she is particularly 
excited for her seniors, who 
will soon be ending their ca- 
reers with the team. 

"This weekend we get 
to show a lot of seniors, so 
it's pretty exciting," Lisabeth 
said. "We have a lot of girls 
in their last semester." 

Not known around 
the K-State campus as one 
of the more high-profile 
sports, equestrian is not as 
complex as it may sound. 
There are 24 riders on each 



team; the two teams com- 
pete in four different events, 
six riders per event. A com- 
petitor from each team rides 
the same horse, chosen at 
random, and the person 
who performs best receives 
a point. This allows for a to- 
tal of 24 points to decide 
the winner of the show. 

Lisabeth said that what 
makes the sport challeng- 
ing is the spontaneity that 
comes with riding a horse at 
random that you have not 
trained with extensively. 

"For the first time in 
their lives, we're asking 
them to ride random hors- 
es each time," Lisabeth said. 
"We have to prepare them to 
make adjustments on the fly 
or at the last minute. What 
they have been doing their 
whole lives is training on 
their own personal horse." 

She also said that teach- 
ing the girls to deal with is- 
sues as they come up is their 
aim in practice. 

"Our goal is just to get 
them as versatile as possi- 



ble in different situations," 
she said. "They're fairly ex- 
perienced riders and very 
knowledgeable." 

In football, you can 
count on certain elements 
of the game as being con- 
stant no matter when, 
where or how you decide 
to play. In equestrian, that's 
not always the case. 

"It's one of the chal- 
lenges of riding live equip- 
ment," Lisabeth said. "They 
can be completely differ- 
ent animals on show days. 
They're not always reliable. 
Our girls have to be able 
to ride well on the easiest 
horse and the most chal- 
lenging horse." 

Nationally, there are 
23 teams that field varsity 
equestrian teams. Of those, 
four are from the Big 12. 
Lisabeth encouraged peo- 
ple to come out and sup- 
port the team during their 
only home show this sea- 
son, March 7, against the 
top-ranked Georgia Bull- 
dogs.

Wildcats prepare for road contest against Cyclones

Coming off a 76-57 win over Nebras- 
ka on Tuesday, K-State will travel to 
Ames, Iowa, to take on Iowa State at 1 
p.m. on Saturday. 

The Wildcats are becoming a good 
road team this season, with recent vic- 
tories over both Nebraska and Baylor. 
"I don't think there's a secret to it," said 
head coach Frank Martin. "The reason 
we're able to do that is because we've 
got upperclassmen guards." 

Martin said having more experienced 
guards is an advantage because they get 
wrapped up in playing the game instead 
of in the emotion of the building. 

K-State and Iowa State are coming 
from different directions as far as how 
their seasons have progressed so far. 

With its recent victory over the Corn- 
huskers, No. 10 K-State (18-4, 5-3 Big 
12) had its largest margin of victory over 
a league team on the road since the Big 
8 became the Big 12. 

On the other hand, the Cyclones (13- 



9, 2-5) are heading into Saturday's game 
fresh off a 63-84 loss to Baylor in Waco 
to cap off a five-game losing streak. They 
were outrebounded 36-26. 

Iowa State is 21st in the nation in 
shot-blocking, averaging 5.7 blocks 
per game. Leading the frontcourt are 
senior forward Marquis Gilstrap and 
junior forward Craig Brackins, who 
rank fifth and seventh respectively 
in the Big 12 in rebounding. Togeth- 
er they average nearly 27 rebounds per 
game. However, Gilstrap and Brackins 
are also the only two players on the 
squad who consistently score in dou- 
ble figures. 

Gilstrap, in his first season with Iowa 
State after playing a year at Gulf Coast 
Community College in Florida, was 
the preseason Big 12 Newcomer of the 
Year. He averages a double-double with 
15 points and 11.9 rebounds per game. 

Martin said the Cyclones have a 
three-year starter at point, a two-guard 
who redshirted this year and was at 
Marquette before that, and two NBA 



players in Gilstrap and Brackins. 

"They've got a good core of players," 
Martin said. "They, unfortunately, be- 
cause of injuries and defections, have 
lost their depth which was something 
that was new for them that they really 
haven't had in my three years now." 

In the Wildcats' matchup with Ne- 
braska, four players scored in double fig- 
ures. Senior guard Denis Clemente got 
hot from behind the arc, draining five 
3-pointers on his way to 23 points for 
the game. He also had five assists. Ju- 
nior guard Jacob Pullen added 13 points 
and three assists. 

Forwards Jamar Samuels, sopho- 
more, and Curtis Kelly, junior, com- 
bined for 27 points and 14 rebounds 
in the game. While junior forward Do- 
minique Sutton did not score many 
points, he dished five assists. Freshman 
guard Rodney McGruder did not con- 
tinue his string of double-figure scor- 
ing, but he grabbed seven rebounds in 
18 minutes of play. 

Martin said practices have become 



much more productive than they were 
earlier in the year. He said the players 
have been really good about the focus, 
the understanding and the excitement 
of practicing. 

"I'm a true believer that you ei- 
ther practice to succeed or you prac- 
tice to fail," Martin said. "We spend a 
lot of time trying to make our guys em- 
brace that and understand that, and this 
team, as the year has gone on, has really 
grown in that direction." 

On a side note, Iowa State will be 
wearing pink jerseys and shoes for the 
game. 

According to Cyclones.com, both 
head coach Greg McDermott's wife, 
Theresa, and graduate assistant Bry- 
an Petersen's mother, Karen, are breast 
cancer survivors. 

"By wearing pink, we hope to raise 
awareness at a national level so that 
women of all ages are reminded to be 
proactive with their health," McDer- 
mott stated in an article on the team 
Web site.

starting a 1-4 skid to start Big 12 play. However, 
this game is not in the friendly confines of Bram- 
lage Coliseum. 

Allen Fieldhouse can be a challenge for any road 
team. The crowd plays a big role, but the intensi- 
ty of the game can also be the deciding factor. The 
Wildcats are not a stranger to big games, having al- 
ready had their fair share of success against a few 
highly-ranked teams. 

Last time these teams met, senior forward Ashley 
Sweat and sophomore forward Jalana Childs filled 
up the stat sheet in the points category. Sweat had 
a solid game with 24 points and four steals, while 
Childs finished with 15 points and six rebounds. 

Senior forward Danielle McCray will look to be 
a bigger factor this weekend. In the last meeting 
between the teams, she was held to only 10 points 
and three-of-14 shooting from the field. The Jay- 
hawks shot a horrific 26 percent at Bramlage last 
month. 

McCray comes into this game averaging 19.8 
points per game, which leads the team. She is also 
shooting 42 percent from beyond the arc on the 
season. Sweat leads the team in both points per 
game and three point shooting. She has 18.2 points 
per game and is a 48 percent three-point shooter. 

If K-State wants to make a run, they need to do 
it now. The team is 3-7 this year when trailing at 
the half. They also need to shoot better from three- 
point range, as last game against Baylor they were 
only four of 18. They also only shot nine of 19 
from the charity stripe. 

A positive aspect for the Wildcats in this game 
is the absence of a dominant player like Baylor's 
Brittney Griner. The Jayhawks' tallest player is ju- 
nior center Krysten Boogaard who stands at 6 foot 
5 inches, only three inches shorter than 

Griner. Boogaard however, didn't put a whole lot 
of pain on the Wildcats last time out, as she only 
had six points and 1 1 rebounds. 

K-State senior guard Kari Kincaid will most 
likely shoot the ball more. She only put up two 
shots in 40 minutes against Kansas last month 
and finished with three points, two rebounds and 
two assists. 

The two teams will square off at 1 p.m. at Al- 
len Fieldhouse on Sunday. Fans who can't make it 
down to Lawrence can watch the game on Metro 
Sports or K-State Sports Network.

'Surrogates' worth the money

"Surrogates" might be made 
from borrowed parts (think "I, 
Robot" combined with "The 
Matrix"), but the movie has 
enough original ideas of its 
own to make it an engaging 
piece of science fiction. 

This film is set about 14 
years in the future. At this 
point, robotic technolo- 
gy has gotten so advanced 
that humans don't even walk 
outside anymore. They op- 
erate in robotic human-like 
bodies called surrogates. 
People who operate the sur- 
rogates can never be killed 
while plugged into the sys- 
tem (so if a helicopter crash- 
es into their surrogate, the 
human is not harmed), and 
everyone now is equally 
strong. Because of this new 
way of living, the crime rate 
has dropped more than 98 
percent. 

The story really begins 
when a mysterious motor- 



cyclist murders two people 
connected to their surrogates 
with some sort of an elec- 
tric surge gun. The gun fries 
the robots' systems and melts 
the brains of the people op- 
erating them. That is when 
FBI agent, Tom Greer (Bruce 
Willis) enters the scene. 
Along with his partner, Pe- 
ters (Radha Mitchell), the 
pair unlocks a vast conspira- 
cy that could alter their way 
of life forever. 

"Surrogates" only runs for 
89 minutes, but for that en- 
tire running time, it sustained 
my interest. It opens with a 
novel idea about a drastical- 
ly different future, and from 
there, it keeps the surpris- 
es and ideas coming. It never 
runs out of steam and there 
was never a moment when I 
thought to myself, "OK, I get 
it. Let's end this now." The 
running time is brief, but it 
was nice to see a film that 
doesn't draw out its plot lon- 
ger than necessary. 

With that being said, I 
would have liked the mov- 
ie to be a bit longer. Now 
it didn't need to extend its 
plot, but a little more char- 
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acter development would 
have been nice. There's a 
side-plot where the movie re- 
veals a torn relationship be- 
tween Tom (Bruce Willis), 
and his wife, Maggie (Rosam- 
und Pike). It felt like this was 
where the writers wanted to 
focus most of their charac- 
ter development. Unfortu- 
nately, the movie becomes 
so busy with moving the plot 
along that their relationship 
becomes underdeveloped 
and the dialogue gets a little 
contrived. It wasn't a huge 
deal for me, especially with 
Bruce Willis's casual line de- 
livery. The guy can take the 
worst lines and make them 
sound believable. The movie 
just would have been better if 
they spent more time on the 
characters. 

I recommend this mov- 
ie, but judging from the re- 
actions from people online, 
I don't think this will be a 
movie that very many will 
"love." Here's why. For au- 
diences merely looking for a 
fun time, there's simply not 
enough action to make this 
an exhilarating thrill ride. 
The film maybe has two ac- 
tion scenes, with the rest of 
the movie focused on ex- 
panding the premise and 
throwing in plot twists. For 
audiences looking for an en- 
grossing sci-h* thriller that 
sucks you in with a well-de- 
veloped plot and characters, 
the characters are the ma- 
jor detractors and they pre- 
vent "Surrogates" from be- 
ing great. As long as you 
know that "Surrogates" isn't 
a great time at the movies, 
you shouldn't be disappoint- 
ed if you decide to rent it on 
DVD.

Making its debut in theaters this 
week is Mark Johnson's new flick 
"When in Rome," starring Kristen Bell 
and Josh Duhamel. A romantic com- 
edy joining the twisted fates of two 
hapless strangers together at a fami- 
ly wedding, the movie takes us across 
two continents from New York's 
Guggenheim Museum to La Fontana 
del Amore in Rome. With a star-stud- 
ded cast including Danny Devito, An- 
jelica Huston, Will Arnett, Jon Heder 
and Dax Shepard, "When in Rome" 
will whisk away the heart and fill it 
with laughter. 

The premise centers around a foun- 
tain in Italy which will lead you to 
your true love if you drop a coin into 
it, but if you take a coin, the person 
who put it in the fountain will fall in 
love with you. 

Like most cookie-cutter shaped ro- 
mantic comedies, "When in Rome" 
follows the same true story line we 
have come to expect. A woman hav- 
ing trouble finding love turns to fran- 
tic desperation in order to do so. This 
time, with the stunning actress Bell as 
the lead, Johnson's him tasks us with 
a fairy tale plot of magic, lore and 
hypnotic attraction.

Finding a way to heal, Gail 
Gregg's "The Album Series" com- 
municates a non-photo with a 
sense of loss, but also a blank 
slate which allows for new life 
and new memories. 

Gregg, artist and K- State alum- 
na, gave a lecture over her work 
at the Mariana Kistler Beach Mu- 
seum of Art, which filled to ca- 
pacity 15 minutes before the lec- 
ture was scheduled to start. 

Margo Kren, Manhattan resi- 
dent, said she came because she 
is an artist as well. 

"I found out about the lecture 
from the museum," she said. 

On the other hand, Graham 



Weaver, freshman in history, said 
attending the event was just some- 
thing he had to do, go listen to a 
speech that was not given in class. 

"It just looks like a bunch of 
squares, let's just leave it at that," 
he said. 

Beginning with an anecdote 
about her childhood, Gregg re- 
called how she realized she was 
an artist when she was 4 years 
old upon losing a paper doll art 
project. Growing up, her moth- 
er supported her and her siblings 
in everything. Gregg said she was 
also lucky to have a mother who 
could sew anything and had a 
special instinct for fashion. Look- 
ing back as an adult, her work 
means so much to her because of 



the time and effort put into it. 

At K-State, Gregg worked at 
the Collegian to express her free 
spirit and have engaging conver- 
sations. Her major was journal- 
ism, partly because of the Colle- 
gian and partly because the art 
department expected women to 
teach, something she was not in- 
terested in. 

"I got my art fix from architec- 
ture and working in the studio," 
Gregg said. 

She later moved to Manhattan, 
New York, had two kids and de- 
cided to treat herself by taking an 
art class. 

"All my friends had their suits 
and suitcases, moving up the lad- 
der in their business while I was 



starting over," she said. "Let me 
tell you, it wasn't easy to start the 
'Go-Go 80s' in an art class, but 
I am thankful for being in New 
York then with established artist 
as teachers, some of whom I am 
still friends with today." 

Gregg went back to school with 
art as her major and started her 
collections. She presented a slide- 
show of her work, which played 
as she spoke. 

Among the works that she dis- 
played, a few Gregg's artistic 
techniques stood out in particu- 
lar - her use of color, like green, 
which fascinates her because it is 
completely dependent on light; 
her use of materials, like packag- 
ing from a radio and a cup holder 



from Starbucks; and the way she 
captured the beautiful weather 
in her Sept. 11 piece despite that 
dark day. 

All the slides led up to the work 
currently displayed in Hyle Fam- 
ily Gallery, "The Album Series." 
Gregg was inspired by old photo 
albums. Looking through them, 
she asked herself what happened 
to those families and the once 
smiling people in the pictures. 

"My three-and-a-half decade 
marriage ended and art helped 
me deal," Gregg said. "I kept 
looking at our photo album and 
decided to depict my pain in an 
artful way." 

Her work is exhibited in the 
Beach Museum until May 2. 



J.D. Salinger connected with young readers, 
writers with his few well-loved works

Readers, and especially 
young people, lost a friend 
when reclusive author J.D. 
Salinger died last week at 
his home in Cornish, N.H. 
For an author with a rela- 
tively slim body of published 
work-only four published 
books and a handful of 
other short stories-Salinger 
was without a doubt one of 
the most beloved authors 
in modern literature. He'd 
probably call me a phony 
for saying it, but it's the 
truth. 

"The Catcher in the 
Rye" is on a very short list 
of books that nearly every 
American teenager reads. 
There are of course plenty 
of books that every Ameri- 
can teenager is supposed to 
read, berated and cajoled 
and dragged along by zeal- 
ous English teachers-and 
then there is "The Catcher 
in the Rye." Even the kids 
who hate to read love 
"Catcher." 

Holden Caulfield comes 
sulking, whining and swear- 
ing onto the page He's 
rude, emotional, brooding, 
confused and frustrated. 
He's a spoiled brat, and he's 



kind of a jerk. In short, he's 
a teenager. 

That's a big deal when 
you're 15, sitting in sopho- 
more English holding the 
copy of "The Catcher in the 
Rye" you've just been issued. 
You open the cover and 
copy your name into the 
box on the inside, where six 
or seven kids have already 
inscribed their names, and 
then you open up to that 
first chapter. It takes less 
than a page to realize that 
you're not in Jane Austen's 
England or Shakespeare's 
Verona-you're in America, 
and Holden, at least in part, 
is you. 

Franny Glass, of "Franny 
and Zooey," spends more 
than half the book having 
a nervous breakdown on 
the couch. She is home 
from college, unable to bear 
the "campusy" atmosphere 
anymore, and she's become 
obsessed with an obscure 
Russian mystic tradition 
called the Jesus Prayer. 
Franny's overwhelming 
sense that she must find 
something, anything, to 
hang onto in her life, is 
universal. Hers is the same 
compulsion that drives 
people to run, go to church, 
do yoga, write, play music 



or do whatever it is that 
keeps them sane. Salinger 
knew and captured that an 
essential part of being young 
is trying to find that anchor 
in life-and feeling wrench- 
ingly adrift until you do. 

The literature that we 
love, regardless of its celeb- 
rity or status, is that which 
captures how we're already 
feeling and somehow simply 
says it better. This was what 
Salinger did so perfectly for 
young people. 

His characters are weak, 
sensitive, spoiled and often 
paralyzed with self-doubt; 
but they are also romantics, 
searching desperately for 
something real in a superfi- 
cial world. If you can't relate 
at least a little to that search, 
well, I don't know what's 
wrong with you. 

So if you haven't picked 
up one of Salinger's books 
in awhile, or ever, read 
or reread one this week 
in honor of old J.D. Ex- 
pand beyond just "The 
Catcher in the Rye" and 
try "Franny and Zooey," 
"Raise High the Roofbeam, 
Carpenters"&"Seymour: 
An Introduction" or "Nine 
Stories." You're likely to find 
a lot of yourself in those 
pages.
